Taubeneck’s Springfield Visit. 


ae It was just after.the convention of the 
Lig 18 Democrats, a year ago last June, 


hen Gov. Altgeld, Buck Hinrichsen, and 
the other leaders got together for the pur- 
pose of committing the Democracy in IIli- 
nois to free silver. During the progress of 
the convention Chairman Taubeneck put in 
an appearance at Springfield, and protested 
vigorously against the. Democrats stealing 
the thunder of the Populists. He claimed 
that the free coinage of silver at the,G od 
given ratio of 16 to 1 was distinctively a 
Populjst measure, and that his party had 
advocated it in season arid out of season. 
He said the Democrats should not attempt 
to make it one of their party principles, but 
should leave it for the Populists. 

‘This stirred up Mr. Bryan out in his 
Omaha home, and his paper, the World- 
Herald, of which he is and then was the 
editor-in-chief, jumped onto the unfortu- 
nate Taubeneck with both feet. 


“Am Impertinent Habit.” 


In commenting on the action of the Pop- 
ulist an in the leading editorial 
printed du the issue of June 6. 1895, Editor 
Bryan, now Candidate Bryan, said: 

-“ Taubeneck has a habit of embarking on 
novel missions. He has made more noise 
in favor of reform and has injured reform 
movements more than any other man in 
recent political history. He has an im- 
pertinent habit of thrusting himself upon 
gatherixgs where he is not wanted, and the 
ridiculous purpose which took him to Spring- 
field is a fair illustration of his remarkable 
methods.”

Sept. 1, 1894, William J. Bryan, now the 
Democratic candidate for the Presidency, 
was made the editor-in-chief of the Omaha 
„World-Herald, the House of Representa- 
tives having adjourned two days before, 
Editor Bryan, being newly placed on what 
he ealled the “editorial tripod,” had not 
as yet learned the wisdom of scanning his 
news carefully before he made his agreea- 
ble comments upon it. At the tail end of 
the editorial page is a little paragraph 
which says: 

Senator Stewart seems to be the Breck- 
inridge of the Senate.“ 

Editor Bryan had just left Congress for 
the “editorial tripod,” and he was to re- 
turn to Washington again for the short 
session, where he would be thrown in con- 
tact with the Nevada Senator, who wasa 
consistent silver man before young Bryan 
left Illinois. This little paragraph in the 
editorial page, controlled by the present 
candidate for the Presidency on the Dem- 
ocratic ticket, would make interesting read- 
ing on some of the banners displayed at 
the Populistic convention in St. Louis, and 
if brought to Senator Stewart's attention it 
would not be apt to increase his de votion to 
the plan of indorsing Bryan. 

Haunted by a Record. 

The political record of Mr. Bryan here 
in Nebraska, involving as it does a series of 
fusions and refusals to fuse, Has already 
begun to plague him. The Pops at their 
convention today tumbled head over heels 
for him, but there are some sore spots left 
which will not be healed by any convention 
_declaration, 

Two yeats ago there’ wert three eundi- 
dates in the field for Congress in the Omaha 
district. One was Congressman Dave Mer- 
cer, who wanted to be ret#lected, and who 
was successful in his ambition. The secgpd 
was James E. Boyd, a Democrat, an a 
pronounced gold man Who has never 
changed his convictions. The third can- 
didate was a Populist, D. Clem Deaver. 
He was and still is a rabid free silver man. 
Nevertheless, Mr. Bryan, both personally 
and through his editorials, supported the 
gold Democrats, and did all in his power 
to divert votes from Deaver, the free silver 
man. This created considerable astonish- 
ment at the time, as Mr. Bryan had al- 
ways professed to be for silver above every- 
thing else. He justified his action on the 


ning, and therefore he believed it better 
to support Boyd in spite of the fact that 
he was a gold Democrat, belonging to the 
very faction which Bryan was fighting, 
and which was turned dowWn at Chicago last 
week, because Boyd was a free-trader. 
From Free Trade to Silver. 

At that time Mr. Bryan believed the tariff 
was a more important issue than the silver 
question, and therefore he turned down, 
Deaver, and turned him down hard. That 
was before the election, and when the peo- 
ple chose Dave Mercer, the Republican pro- 
tectionist, by an. overwhelming majority 
ditor-Congressman Bryan saw a low 
light, stopped shouting for free trade, and 
turned all his attention to free silver. 

The Deaver incident will come up to 
plague him next fall, for there are a great 
many people here who are trying to find out 
why Mr. Bryan supported a gold Democrat 
in 1804 when he is the candidate of the silver 
Democrats in 1896, and why, if a gold Dem- 
ocrat was good enough to be voted for in 
1894, gold Democrats were not good enough 
for delegates from Nebraska in 1896.

The smaller craft that ply between down- 
town and Lincoln and Windsor Parks wisely 
went out of business for theday. The north 
wind had kicked up too high a sea for them 
to brave without danger. 

The big boats that run to 1 and 
St. Joe came rolling into port from a few min- 
utes to two and a half hours late, with pas- 
sengers dreadfully frightened and too sick 
to lift their heads until they reached the 
calm but dirty water of the Chicago River. 

Many who went to Milwaukee in the morn- 
ing came back by train, having had enough 
of the waves. 

An anxious night was put in at the life- 
saving stations, where all was in readiness 
for a rescue if any vessel should be disabled 
by the fury of the storm. 

Out in the cribs the keepers kept close 
watch of the ¥essels that came reeling into 
sight and reported to the owners on shore 
whose anxiety had led them to use the tele- 
phone as a means of learning when the crib 
men, a few miles to the east of the shore, 
caught sight of the belated craft. 

Residents along the Lake Shore drive, who 
had viewed the waves dashing over the sea 
wall in the afternoon, went to sleep with 
the roaring of the breakers in their ears. 
The sea was so high that the ground con- 
tiguous to the wall was drenched with the 
water and spray. The shelving beach of 
Lincoln Park was white with breakers. 


Baptists Are Immersed. 


Nearly 2,000 delegates to the Baptist Young 
People’s Union of America convention in Mil- 
waukee took the lake excursion yesterday 
from Chicago to Milwaukee on the steamers 
Christopher Columbus and Virginia. All 
wore yellow silken badges bearing the motto: 
„Be Strong.“ When the two boats reached 
their respective docks last night the excur- 
sionists had received a lesson in the difficul- 
ty experienced in being strong on empty 
stomachs. 

It was the stormiest day seen on Lake 
Michigan in many years at this season. 
Ninety per cent of the passengers and many 
of the crews of both boats were sea sick and 


sea as they never had before. 
The sea broke over the deck of the Chris- 
tepher Columbus and swept it fore and aft. 
Even the officers of the boat were willing 
to admit for once that the lake was a bit 
rough. The Virginia fared as well as its 
rival and both weathered the storm as well 
as could be expected. The crews of both 
boats were short on account of the sea sick- 
ness. 

Boats All Hospitals. 
The great majority of excurs/onists on 
both boats were delegates to the Baptist 
convention, and most of them were from 
the South and West. Many have never 
been aboard of a steamer before, and the 
majority declared their first experience of 
the kind would be the last.

‘We further pledge ourselves to help each 
other, and for that purpose shall know each 
member of this association as our silver 
brother; to help htm to a situation, if out 
of employment; to support him at the polls, 
if a candidate for an office by our votes and 
every means in our power, unless we per- 
sonally know of some dissipation or crime 
that would prohibit our voting for an own 
brother under like circumstances. Or, 
should we get a position or salary by means 
of this organization, we bind ourselves to 
give 10 per cent of our earnings to this or- 
ganization. To preserve a record of our 
acceptance of this contract and agreement, 
to observe it as a sacred trust, and to faith- 
fully carry out the rules and regulations of 
the association as adopted, we hereby sub- 
seribe our names and authorize the Secre- 
tary to enroll them in the record books of 
the company, and subscribe the amounts 
set opposite our names to the support of this 
organization.“ 

To Discipline the Press. 

Besides promoting the free silver cause and 
contributting to Mr. Bryan’s candidacy the 
organization has in view the disciplining of 
the anti-silver press. 

When it is thought a paper is not treat- 
ing the cause fairly word is to be passed 
along the line and every subscriber to that 
paper in the brotherhood, according to a 
memiber, will immediately stop his subscrip- 
tion.

He was taken suddenly ill on Saturday 
evening and the disease quickly developed 
into peritonitis. From the outset Mr. Lane- 
hart’s case was desperate and the four phy- 
slelans who were called in at once struggled 
in vain to check the malady. 

Last night the doctors decided the only 
hope of saving Mr. Lanehart’s life lay in 
an operation. Dr. Murphy was sent for, 
but, after examining the patient, he said he 
was too ill to submit to the knife, as he was 
dying then. 

On Saturday afternoon Mr. Lanehart left 
his Office in the best of health. After reach- 
ing his home in Lake View, he complained of 
feeling ill, and went to bed. On Sunday he 
was much worse. From that time the dis- 
ease developed rapidly, though on Tuesday 
and again yesterday morning Mr. Lanehart 
rallied somewhat. 

About 6 o’clock yesterday. he suffered a 
relapse, «nd the physicians abandoned all 
hope of his recovery. |

Along with the socſety woman, the shop- 
woman, and the good old housewife came 
the new woman as exemplified in the Cleve- 
land Sorosis and in the Woman's Band of 
Chagrin Falls, O., and when they left the 
trajn and organized a procession to march to 
the McKinley home they were well organized 
in divisions and supplied with proper officers 
for an excellent parade. The Canton Horse- 
men, which have led so many delegations to 
the now thoroughly tramped McKinley lawn, 
headed the procession, and Canton Sorosis 
and Canton women in general received the 
party and entertained them during the day. 

The band was uniqué and attracted much 
attention. It was not composed exclusively 
of women, as the organization ordinarily is, 
but a number of men had been enlisted for 
the day to swell the volume of tone and 
make more impressive the music. As the 
two sexes intermingled, the women chanc- 
ing to have all the big instruments, including 
the base.drum, and the men the small ones, 
such as the snare drum and the piccolo, they 
presented a sight that bordered on the ludi« 
crous. 


Greeting to Maj. McKinley. 

The party went directly to the McKinley 
home on reaching the city, and when the 
Major appeared on the porch to greet them 
they were crowded far more closely to- 
gether on the lawn than one would imagine 
the mammoth proportions of their gay col- 
ered sleeves would permit. Mrs. McKinley, 
supported by her maid, and Mrs. Joseph P. 
Smith were en the porch to receive them, 
and chairs were arranged about her for the 
members of the committge and the Marshals 
ef the Cleveland party” 

The spokesman of the party was Mrs. Elroy 
M. Avery, who enjoys a distinction shared 
by no other woman in Ohio. She is a sit-

Makes a Point of History. 


The present Democratic-Populistic plat- 
form is not the first time that there has 
been manifested a popular disposition to 
criticise the courts and the life tenure of 
Judges. About 1810 the party of Jefferson 
demanded the removal of Judges at the will 
ot the Legislatures, and that the life tenure 
System be eradicated.

Alexander Dallas, the Jeffersonian 
District-Attorney, led the revolt against his 
party platform, and when the battle had 
been fought, when the votes were counted, 
it was found that in the face of a normal 
majority of 30,000 for the Jeffersonian. De- 
mocracy the opposition ticket had. een 
elected, and the question of judicial life ten- 
ure was for the time settled. Nor, be it 
noted, did Dallas lose his Democracy—for 
he was Secretary of the Treasury under 
President Madison. We may expect the 


same results to flow from the same causes 


today. 

The good sense of Pennsylvania then 
will not be forgotten, and the good sense of 
the United States will be shown if ever it 
is invoked. From a political point of view 
even it sometimes pays to uphold and sup- 
port the United States Constitution. And I 
want to add that no man, no candidate, no 
party has a monopoly on humanitarianism 
in America. That is a sentiment found in 
the heart of every true and loyal American. 
A few-—-the criminally rich—a few more, the 
restless poor, may be strangers to this genial 
glow—but the great army of Americans are 
humanitarians, and their humanitarianism 
is free and independent of candidates, par- 
ties, or platforms.

GEN. BLACK EULOGIZES MARSHALL. 


Interesting Morning Session of the 
Bar Association. ‘ 

When the Illinois State Bar Association 
met yesterday morning at the Chicago 
Beach Hotel President Hamlin introduced 
at once Gen. John C. Black, who delivered 
the address on John Marshall,“ which he 
was to have delivered on Monday. 

Was not Marshall a seer? He knew that 
none other than the Continental Govern- 
ment could or can deal“with continental 
offenses. Today San Francisco is as near 
to Washington as Boston was an hundred 
years ago, and for the purposes of com- 
munication no man is further from his asso- 
ciliates than an hour’s time anywhere within 
the Union. The telegraph, the telephone, 
the secret signal code, make possible a 
conspiracy ramifying through ev State 
and reaching into every Commonwealth. 

How could even a great State like Illinois. 
deal with an insurrection whose ramifica- 
tions extended to all the States, checked the 
rolling wheels of far away lines bearing 
daily bread, stilledthe mighty engines in their 
roaring ways, and controlled the tamed 
lightnings in their service’ of civilization? 
There is but one power competent for such 
a task—that power is the National Govern- 
ment—its the burden, its the duty. 

J am not of those who believe, or think 
they believe, that this government of. ours 
is exercising undue power and thriving on 
slaughtered rights of persons or things. 
I look to its courts and I see justice done. 
I look to its executives and I see a jealous 


regard for the integrity of the laws. I look 


to its Legislature and I see the will of the 
people, ever changing in detail, but stead- 
fast to the great purposes of- liberty and 
prosperity, working out, sometimes blindly, 
sometimes with painful errors, the integrity 
of the Union, submission to its authority, 
and the progress of mankind.” 

Gen. Black, in his peroration, said: 

“The western front of the Capitol faces 


toward the City of Washington. It overlooks 
a broad valley to where in the far distance 
and beyond the rolling Potomac streteh 
the Virginian hills. 


In mid-distance rises 
the single shaft, without an ornament, ma- 
jestic, commanding, representative, which 


commemorates the affection of his country- 


men for Washington. In the near fore- 
ground, and at the feet of the slope down 
which pour the marble stairs, is seated in 
comparative obscurity the statue of Mar- 
shall. His hand holds the Constitution of 
his country. While the republic shall endure 
that figure will sit at the base of the mount 
whereon the laws of this country are de- 
clared, their greatest interpreter, their 
wisest formulator, their serenest guardian.” 

When Gen. Black had closed his address 
ex-Judge John M. Scott read a paper on 
Magna Charta.“ 

R. E. Jenkins then read a paper on the 
jury system of Chicago. He described the 
statutory method of selecting a grand jury. 
He then described the statutory method of 
selecting a petit jury, and pronounced it 
vicious in every respect. 

At this point the President arrested the 
regular proceedings of the body to intro- 
duce the subject of the election of officers. 

This proposition led to a long debate and a 
parliamentary tangle, the outcome of which 
was the passage of a resolution that the 
association should hold its next meeting 
next summer, and that the present officers 
should hold over until that time.

HIS PHYSICIANS THINK HIS CONDI- 
TION IS SLIGHTLY IMPROVED. 


Dr. McLane Says the Attack of Paral- 
ysis Is of the Kind That Will Go and 
Leave No III Effects—H. Walter 
Webb Denies That the Engagement 
of the Son Contrary to the Father’s 
Wish Is the Real Cause of Illness 
—Other New York News. 


New York, July 15.—[{Special.]—Cornelius 
Vanderbilt, who Was stricken with paralysis 
Tuesday morning, was reported as slightly 
improved this morning. His physicians say 
they expect no further change in his condi- 
tion for a week or ten days. Their last bulle- 
tin, as made public by H. Walter Webb at 
the Grand Central Station at 5:30 p. m., read: 

“Mr. Vanderbilt is very comfortable, and 
the physicians think his condition is slightly 
improved.” b | 

The railroad magnate lies in a large room 
on the second floor of his Fifth Avenue pal- 
ace. The windows open on the avenue and 
on Fifty-seventh street. A physician is in 
almost constant attendance. Other physi- 
cians come every few hours for consultation. 

The paralytic.stroke, which came to Mr. 
Vanderbilt as he sat at his desk in the study, 
on.the Fifth avenue side of his house, was 

preceded by no warning. Mr. Vanderbilt 
left Newport in his private car Monday night 
and arrived in the city at 7 a. m. Tuesday. 
He was driven to his home, and, after a light 
breakfast, was down at his desk to work on 
a huge bundle of letters and papers. : 

At 11 o’clock a servant who was passing 
the study door heard a noise and saw Mr. 
Vanderbilt had fallen over on the desk. 

Dr. Draper was in the house at the time. 
He had been attending young Cornelius, who 
fs slowly recovering from an attack of in- 
flammatory rheumatism. The doctor was 
summoned hastily, and under his direction 
two servants carried the stricken man up- 
etairs, where he was put to bed. 

Dr. Jan W. McLane, the family phy- 
sician, was sent for at once. He sent mes- 
sengers fof Dr. Delafield and Dr. Janeway. 
The four physicians agreed in their diagnosis 
of paralysis. 

Pains were taken to conceal the fact of 
Mr. Vanderbilt's illness from the public, but 
the spreading of tanbark on the roadway 
aroused inquiries which had to be satisfied. 
Young Cornelius drove in the park in the 
afternoon, and ft was not until long after the 


stock market had closed that it became 
known the great railroad owner and 
manager4wWas ill. 

Those of the Vanderbilt family who were in 
the city vere summoned to the bedside. Mrs. 
Elliot HF. epard, Mr. Vanderbilt's sister; 
Willlam K. Vanderbilt, and George Vander 


bilt ee in the house all night. II. 
Mek. T bly, H. Walter Webb, and Will- 
iam C. Whitney, whose son, Harry Payne 
Whitney, is engaged to marry Miss Gertrude 
Vanderbilt, called at the house. | 

A cable message was sent to Dr. Chauncey 
M. Depew, who is in Europe, and to the 
Duchess of Marlborough. Other members of 
the family were notified. 

By noon there was no change in the pa- 
tient’s condition, and H. Walter Webb no- 
tified the wife and daughter at Newport 
and the ther relatives that there was no 
necessſty for them to come to New York. 
Dr. McLane said after leaving the house at

CANADIAN CHALLENGER WINS IT. 


Takes the Seawanhaka Cup from the 
American Defender, 

New York, July 15.—[Speeial.}—The'third 
and deciding race for the Seawanhaka Yacht 
club’s challenge cup for half-raters was 
sailed today. The Canadian challenger, the 
Glencairn, won the race and cup. 

The preliminary signal was given at twen- 
ty minutes past 12 o’clock, preparatory half- 
past 12, and the starting signal at thirty-five 
minutes past 12. 

Glencairn crossed the line at 12:35:13, 
and El Heirle at 12:35:44. The committee 
notified the skippers that the first leg would 
be east by north or to leeward.

The Canadian was just on the line when 
the starting whistle was blown. Skipper 
Duggan broke out his spinnaker to star- 
board gfter crossing the line, and the El 
He irie crew set its spinnaker to port when it 
crossed.

At 12:39:41 the American was rapidly over- 
hauling the Canadian, and only a length 
separated them. The Canadian boat was 
carrying a double-reefed mainsail, spin- 
naker, and working jib, while El Heirie was 
also double-reefed and carried its spinnaker 
and storm jib. : 

Glengairn rounded the outer mark at 1:08, 
unofficial, with El Heirie right at its heels. 
They gtarted on the beat to the home mark 
on thé port tack.

At 2:09, unofficial, Glencairn turned the 
home mark at the end of the first round 
nearly half a mile ahead of El Heirie.

SERIOUS SLUMP IN STOCK MARK®ET. 


No Evidence of al Panic but Prices 


Drop Abruptly. 

New York, July 15.—(Special.J—A serious 
break in prices occurred on the stock mar- 
ket today, ranging from one to seven points 
from last night's closing quotations.

THREE BANDITS IN IRONS 


POLICE KNOW THE NAMES OF THE 
OTHER SEVEN HOLDUP MEN, 


Sullivan, Maggs, and Mahone Are the 
Desperadoes About Whom There Is 
No Uncertainty — The Rest of the 
Gang Will Probably Be Captured 
Soon—Yesterday a Day of Surpris- 
ing Developments—Wife of One of 
the Victims Informs Against Him. 


> 


The deeper the police pry into the mystery 
of the recent holdups the more tangled they 
become. There is now every evidence that 
from five to ten men composed the gang 
which raided the stores. The same men did 
not take part in all the robberies, though 
Red Sullivan is said to have participated 
in them all. His assistants, however, varied 
on different occasions. 

Three of the men who robbed the New 
York Biscuit company are said to be under 
arrest and it is known positively that two of 
the gang are in the grasp of the police. 

The three men are: 

WILLIAM SULLIVAN, alias Red.“ 
JOHN MAGGS, altas Mugegs,”’ 
MIKE MAHONE or MALONE. 4 

Men who are wanted for the biscuit com- 
pany robbery are: 
JIM RICHARDS, 
JOHN HAAS, 
LITTLE JIM.” 


His Capture Important. 
Maggs was captured at 9 o’clock yesterday 


Chicago Avenue Station. He was attempt- 
ing to enter the house No. 374 Grand ave- 
nue, the home of the long,“ and short“ 
men, when he was pounced upon by the 
policeman. The house is the home of 
Charles Templeton Hicks, alias Stubby ”’ 
Hicks, who is now perspiring in the City 
Hall dungeon. Hicks was formerly em- 
ployed as a driver for the Evans Paint com- 
pany at No. 374 Grand avenue. He lives 
ried the store, and two weeks ago quit his 
eb. 

The police say that he found it better 
„ graft to act as protector of the gang of 
robbers than to drive a wagon for $1 a day. 

After the shooting of Sergt. Sauer the 
house has been watched constantly by the 
police, it being believed that some of the 
fugitive robbers might attempt to return. 
This belief turned out to be correct, for 
Maggs foolishly tried to establish commun 
cation, 

Policeman Singen was in plain clothes 
when he arrested Maggs. Mrs. Maggs 
watched the arrest and asked Singen if he 
was a policeman. When he had given an 
affirmative reply she pointed her finger at 
Maggs and said: 

“That is one of the Biscuit company 

men.“ 
Maggs was hustled to the Central Station, 
where he was confronted by Chief Badenoch. 
The latter was much elated at his capture. 
Later in the day another prisoner was 
brought in with great secrecy. He is sup- 
posed to be Mike Mahone, the profane 
man.“ Mike is credited with being the loud- 
mouthed robber who guarded the door of 
the Biscuit company office and with fright- 
ful invectives overawed the employés. 


Valuable Information Secured. 


Mrs. Hicks has told the police all she 
knows, and Stubby Hicks has been 
‘sweated ”’ until he has not a shred of in- 
formation left. Stubby ”’ did not person- 
ally take part in any of the holdups, but he 
was given the choice of going to the peni- 
tentiary or telling the whole story. 

“Stubby,” however, could not add much 
to what had already been told by his wife, 
but between the two thé police learned the 
names of every member of the gang. 

When Red Sullivan was confronted by 
Hicks in Chief Badenoch’s office his eyes 
glittered with anger.’ He recognized that 
the police had the game in heir own hands, 
and from that moment the lad lost his con- 
fidence. Yesterday he was again ced in 
the sweat-box and admitted to having taken 
a leading part in sixteen of the holdups. 

Red ts the fierce fellow who, with a 
cartridge belt around his waist and carrying 
a huge Colt army revolver, scooped in the 
cash. This was his part in the Biscuit com- 
pany robbery. He had $200 in cash on his 
person when arrested. He gave his father 
$300 on the day of the robbery. He told his 
father that he’ won the money at the races 
and wanted to repay him the $300 advanced 
to clear him of the charge of murder a year 
ago. 

Immediately after the robbers fled from the 
Biscuit company offices they made for 
“Stubby ”’ Hicks’ house on Grand avenue, 
Here the money was divided and the men sep- 
arated. The police have positive evidence to 
this effect. a 

The police almost tore the house to pieces 
yesterday in their search for money and 
other evidences of plunder. They found 
none, but their depredations led to a protest 
on the part of Mr. Evans, the owner of the 
premises. He was told that the police had 
authority to tear down the house if neces- 
sary, and Mr. Evans had nothing more to 
say. 


“SLEEPY “ BURKE GIVES UP M’LEAN. 


He Admits He Wanted Revenge on the 
Schrage Suspect. 

„Sleepy Burke admits that he gave evi- 
dence to the police implicating John Mc- 
Lean, now in custody, in the Schrage rob- 
bery at No. 711 Jefferson street last March. 
He did this, he says, to get squareysywith Me- 
Lean. 

Burke has no hesitation in saying he 
robbed Schrage, and he says McLean stole 
the bonds from him and would not give them 
up. McLean, he says, betrayed him, and 
to get even he gave up McLean. 

Yesterday morning Attorney Kehoe called 
and spent an hour in conversation with Mc- 
Lean. Kehoe would say nothing regarding 
his client’s case except to admit that he 
was held for the Schrage robbery. In- 
spector Fitzpatrick smiled when asked about 
the matter and said: That matter is being 
handled by the Chief. I have nothing to 
Say. 


MILITIA CALLED TO PROTECT WORKMEN 


Two Companies Ordered Out in Cleve- 
land After Strikers Have Made an 
Assault—More Trouble Expected. 


Cleveland, O., July 15.—[(Special.]—The 

situation at the Brown hoisting and convey- 
ing works has reached a crisis, and as a re- 
sult the works are guarded tonight by Com- 
panies F and L of the Fifth Regiment, O. 
N. G. 
The men have been unable to persuade 
any of the non-union men to leave the 
works, and the number of the latter has been 
gradually increasing. They have left work 
in the evening protected by a large squad 
of police, and the locked-out men have not 
had an opportunity to attack them. Last 
night the strikers held an all-night meeting, 
and as a result determined to appoint com- 
mittees of ten and twenty to waylay the 
Brown workmen on their way to the shop, 
and by either force or moral suasion induce 
them not to go to work. 

In some manner the police were informed 
of the intention, and Capt. Bradley witha 
detail of men was ordered to the vicinity 
of the works to protect the men when they 
arrived. In the meantime the committees 
had been appointed and a Captain chosen. 
They spread over a large territory, and out- 
numbered the police to such an extent that 
they all could not be watched. 

As a result a number of the non-union 
men were waylaid and assaulted, some of 
them being clubbed into insensibility. C. 
Jackson, a non-union man, alighted from a 
street car at Superior street and Case ave- 
nue and started north on Case avenue, He 
had gone but a few rods when a crowd of 
men sprang at him from doorwayg and be- 
hind fences. Before he had a chance to es- 
cape or defend himself he was struck on the 
head and knocked to the ground.. Then the 
locked out men jumped on him, and repeat- 
edly kicked and struck him. Some wielded 
clubs and others struck him with pieces of 
iron, and in a short time Jackson was ren- 
dered unconscious. 

His assailants scattered and left him for 
dead. Several policemen detailed some 
blocks from the scene of the assault heard 
of the attack and started toward the spot. 
Jackson had regained consciousness, and 
they assisted him to the works, There Dr. 
Hess found that there were eleven deep 
cuts in his scalp and a- deep and lengthy 
gash in his right cheek. Another ma 
named George Funde, who is employed a 
the Brown. shops, was assaulted by several 
men when he boarded a car down-town to 
to the works.

77° and the sun had risen fervid and eager 
to broil suffering humanity for another day. 

But before the sun did much damage the 
wind Changed its mind, and at 8 o’clock the 
temperature had dropped 10°.

DOWNFALL OF THE SMITHS. 

The new City Directory, which has just 
been issued, will bring little joy to the 1,752,- 
000 people in Chicago, except a small coterie 
of 5,400 whose name is Johnson. The men 
who are responsible for this publication 
may point with pride to its increased bulk 
and other modern improvements, but these 
will not compensate for having dragged a 
great and historie family in the dust. The 
compilers may gloat over its ten pounds of 
cosmopolitan homenclature, beginning with 
John Aaflei, Which they cannot pronounce 
correctly, and ending with John Zywicki, 
which they would not presume to pronounce 
at all, but there is no balm they can offer 
for shattering public confidence in the eter- 
nal preéminence of Smith. For the Smiths, 
plain Smiths, without an intermeddling “ y ” 
or a final e,“ ful only eleven pages of the 
document, while the Johnsons are scattered 
through three pages more. This may be 
the result of some plot of the census-takers 
to heap indignities and Johnsons on the 
Smiths, or it may be the truthful chronicle 
of an astounding revolutiog ‘in the bistory 


of directories, but the fact stands out con-. 


spicuously from the 2.502 pages that there 
are 5,400 Johnsous and only 4,200 Smiths in 
Chicago; that out of ten pounds of names 
the Johnsons alone comprise approximately 
nearly nine ounces und the Smiths only seven 
ounces, 

What has happened to the Smiths that 
they should fall so low and to the Johnsons 
that they should soar so high? Why should 
the Smiths, apparently secure on their ped- 
estal of numerical superiority, abruptly 
discover that the Johnsons outnumbered 
them by three pages and twoounces? Has 
there been some mighty immigration of 
Johnsons or emigration of Smiths concealed 
all these months except from the directory 


investigate some of the inspectors whose 
duty it is to see that paving contractors do 
work in accordance with their agreements. 
The first case to be taken up will be that of 
an inspector who is accused of having im- 
portuned a contractor for bribes and of 
having condemned some of his material 
simply because he would not be bied. 

It is gratifying to know that the commis- 
sion is going to investigate thoroughly this 


branch of the municipal service, which has 


suffered for years from corruption and im- 


becility. It is reported that a mass of evi- 


dence has been collected which will estab- 
lish dishonesty on the part of many inspect- 
ors. It is to be hoped that the evidepce 
will be strong enough to make it possible to 
indict and conviet some of them. 

The Superintendent of the Street De- 
partment says that “all depends on the 
honesty of the inspector in charge. 
is crooked the way is clear for the con- 
tractor.” Under the spoils system no at- 
tempt was made to get inspectors who were 
either competent or honest. The appointees 
were picked out by ward bosses and Alder- 
men. They were the protégés of men who 
wanted to reward some henchmen at the 
expense of the city. a 

As the result of a vicious system the prop- 
erty-owners have been swindled out of mill- 
ious of dollars: They have paid assess- 
meuts which should have procured good 
pavements for them. But they have been 
given poor pavements because the con- 


tractor bribed the inspector or the inspector 
blackmailed the contractor, and the latter’ 


had to scamp his work in order to get out 
even. 

Where the inspector was incompetent 
and honest, as he was sometimes, the dis- 
honest contractor cheated as much as he 
pleased without resorting to bribery. 
When. the inspector was dishonest it was 
necessary to bribe him. But whether he 
was honest or dishonest the property-owner 
suffered, N 

The Superintendent declares “ it is use- 
less to deny that the contractora beat the 
city in some instances.” They do so inmost 
instances. It is seldom the case that they 
live up to their contracts. Nor will they do 
so until the incompetent and dishonest 
inspectors are cleaned out and are replaced 
by men who have passed a civil service ex- 
amination. 

Perhaps the investigation soon to be be- 
gun will end in the dismissal of a host of 
worthless inspectors and the substitution of 
decent men. Then the property-owners will 
get what they pay for and honest contract- 
ors will not be blackmailed.

SENATOR PETTIGREW has made his elec- 
tion.

INSURANCE AGENTS AWAIT NOTICE. 


Compromise Hoped For Between Un- 
derwriters and the Council. 

Only twenty-four insurance agents paid 

the 2 per cent tax yesterday on their gross 


ment, due under the city ordinance. Most of 
these were insurance men in remote districts 
with offices outside of La Salle street, who 
did not understand the agreement between 
the Underwriters’ Association and the City 
Council, or who concluded not to risk pros- 
ecution under the ordinance, which provides 
a six months’ imprisonment and a fine of 
$1,000 if the tax is not paid on or before 
July 15 of each year.

Red-haired girls in blue dresses and men 
3 who had spent all their money for car fare 
and had none left to get shaved with held 
an indignation meeting yesterday afternoon 
— front of the Temporary Postoffice Build- 
ng. 

They were the members of the ballet and 
the dancers and chorus singers at Electric 
Park who had failed to get their pay, and 
most of them had taken part in the demon- 
tration at the park the day before, when 
Manager Bickerdicke came near being run 
through by the chorus girls' umbrellas and 
had to be rescued by the police.“ The meet- 
ing was called on the Postoffice steps to 
decide on a way of compelling the manager 
to pay’ the girls’ salaries and the balance 
which is still due the men. | 

He called me a darned little chicken 
and chased me out of the office when I asked 
him for my pay,” said 14-year-old Bertha 
Rechow, a member of the children’s ballet. 
“I paid street car fare out there to re- 
hearsals for six weeks and had worked ten 
days besides with the understanding that I 
Was to get $3 a week and furnish my own 
costume. My costume is burned up and the 
street car company has got all my money, 
and I have got nothing to show for it.“ 

I only got*$4 of my salary,” said George 
W. Hoyt, “ but I don’t ‘care so much for 
that. It is the way Bickerdicke has treated 
those girls that makes me mad. Some of 
them had nothing to buy food with last 
night when the manager told them they 
couldn’t have their money. They had spent 
every cent they had in the world for costumes 
and car fare and they were depending on 
Bickerdicke’s promise.”’ 
Lulu Bernard and her mother, Mrs. J. 
Bernard, No. 93 North Clark street, were 
both in the chorus. They lost their cos- 
tumes in the fire and spent all their spare 
cash going to rehearsals. 
“ Bickerdicke offered me 25 cents for six 
weeks’ rehearsing and ten days’ play,” said 
Lucille Read, and I wouldn't take it. Then 
he offered me 50 cents for my work, but I 
laughed at him, and now I am out my make- 
up and shoes. I should have had $20.”’ 

“TI and my sister Gertie were both in the 
chorus,“ said Elsa Hempel. We were to 
get $10 a week. Both of us paid two car 
fares every day for six weeks to get out to 
rehearsals from the South Side. 

When I engaged I asked Bickerdicke if 
we were sure of getting our pay, and he pre- 
tended to be insulted. All I and my sister 
got was $1 apiece ”’ 
Many of the girls were too modest to give 
their names, but all of them had had the 
same experience., They spent a half hour 
discussing their troubles in front of the 
Postoffice, and then decided to send a com- 
mittee to the park to talk to the manager.

Manager Irwin Declares Such Is True 
of Those Played with Cleveland. 

Cleveland, O., July 15.—[Special.]—Arthur 
Irwin, manager of the New York baseball 
team, said before today’s game that in spite 
of the telégram that President N. E. Young 
sent to President Frank Robison of the 
Cleveland club, he has protested both games 
that New York has played here. 

And what is more,“ said Irwin, Im- 
tend to protest the game on Wednesday 
afternoon.

He is acting under orders,“ said Tebeau, 
“and if he were not to protest the games 
he would have some explanations to make 
to-his superior. There is no use of making 
a scapegoat of him. As long as I am al- 
lowed to play and the games go on record, 
what difference does it make even if he 
does protest the games?“ 

Mr. Robison in talking on the subject 
says: Mr. Young dares not keep any 
information from the Cleveland club should 
Irwin protest the games. I have heard noth- 
ing about what Irwin says, it all being in 
Tebeau's hands.” I never yet have said,’ 
continued Mr. Robison, that Pat Tebeau 
does not deserve the fine that was levied 
Against him. My personal opinion is that 
Tebeau has been more sinned against than 
sinning, but personal opinions amount to 
nothing in a case like this. What my von- 
tention is, and has been right along, is ‘Ato 
Tebeau should have been given a chanceato 
defend himself. The evidence against him 


was ex-parte, and, therefore, illegal. Iam

Great Race Horse and. Sire of Many 
Winners Succumbs to Old Age. 
Lexington, Ky., July 18. —[Special.]— 
Imp. Rayon d'Or died last night at the farm 
of his owner, August Belmont. The noted 
sire and race horse was brought here a 
year ago and located at Mr. Belmont’s 
Nursery stud farm. The cause of his death 
was old age and a complication of diseases. 
Rayon d'Or was 20 years old, and was 
bred by C. J. Lefevre, Danque stud, France, 
His sire was Flageolet, and his dam Arer- 
carid, by Ambrose, son of Touchstone, out of 
Pocahontas, by imp. Glencge. Rayon d'Or 
as a 2-year-old, in 1878, won the Levant 
Stakes at Goodwood, the Clearwell Stakes at 
Newmarket, the Glasgow Stakes at New- 
market, Houghton meeting. Asa 4-year-old 
he won the Prix du Cadran, the Prix Rain- 
bow, the Post and Prince of Wales Stakes 
at Newmarket, and the Rous Memorial 
Stakes at Ascot, but in running the Harde- 
wick Stakes, over the Swinely course, he 
was beatem a head by Exeter, which race 
closed his turf career. 
He was imported the following year by 
Mr. W. L. Scott, who paid $40,000 for him, 
and placed in the Algeria stud at Erie, Pa. 


At the sale of the Scott estate in 1892 he 


was purchased by Mr. August Belmont and 
placed in the Nursery stud. Among the 
best of Rayon d’Or’s get were Tenney, Tea 
Tray, Banquet, and Chaos. He was also 
the sire of the celebrated counterfeit, Bo- 
lero. The best of his get in late years is 
Don d'Oro, now racing in the East.

The Love Traction company is the owner 
of the General Blectric franchise. For the 
firat time it has made this announcement 
authoritatively.

I wish you would kindly state that 
this company has bought the General Elec- 
tric franchise only for the purpose of build- 
ing and equipping the road with a conduit 
electric system. The established lines are 
opposed to the use of an underground elec- 
tric system, believing such would not work 
satisfactorily in that climate, 

This company could not afford to build 


its conduit system on their franchise, and 


have no control over it when in operation, 
and feel its interest properly protected, 
Therefore, believing this General Electric 
franchise would be a good investment when 
in operation secured it to thoroughly demon- 
Strate a successful conduit system. It was 
not purchased from any members of the 
City Council, but from the rightful owners, 
and it has never been offered for sale, nor 
intimation made that it could be bought. 

Several parties have sought to purchase 
this franchise from this company, and to all 
the answer has been given that it was not 
ror sale. 

Mr. Potter is not in any way interested 
in this company, or in any way connected 
with it. It is not a question of the money 
market in the East about building that road, 
the delay is only caused because the corpora- 
tion operating a road which parallels this 
franchise seeks by litigation to defer its 
construction that it may longer enjoy ab- 
solute possession of that territory. It is the 
intention of this company to construct that 
road with a conduit electric system, elevate 
the tracks over steam railroad crossings, 
and to use a groove rail so as not to inter- 
fere with carriages, trucks, etc., ahd to 
equip the line with the best cars that can be 
furnished, and thus to show the people of 
Chicago that a conduit electric system will 
work in any climate. 

If we had not been able to secure a new 
franchise, it is doubtful* whether the City 
of Chicago would ever have any electric 
System but the overhead trolley. The great 
prejudice created against the General Elec- 
tric franchise has been due to the fact that 
it was not owned by the existing lines. That 
franchise was secured, as I have stated be- 
fore, to demonstrate to Chicago people the 
success of a conduit electric system, and 
you can positivety state it is not for sale.“ 


Franchise Cannot Be Bought. 


It would appear from this the City Reail- 
way company cannot purchase the General 
Electric ordinance, and that Monday’s con- 
ference was of no avail. If the Love Trac- 
tion people mean business and really con- 
struct the road and begin its operation it 
will mean a revélution in electric street. car 
lines in Chicago. Nearly all of the ordi- 
nances which have been granted for the 
building and operation of trolley lines pro- 
vide When an underground system is de- 
vised which is practical it must be adopted 
by. the lines operated under the franchise. 
It has been claimed the operation of under- 
ground electric roads cannot be made suc- 
If the Love Traction company 
proves to the contrary with this line it will 
leave no excuse for the continued operation 
of overhead trolley systems. 

The City railway must suffer from the 
building and operation of the General Elec- 
tric. It taps a territory which has been the 
exclusive property of the City railway. It 
is said by some who are on the inside in 
City railway affairs that notwithstanding 
the virtuous protestatidbns of Mr. Wheeler 
the General Electric franchise could be 
bought at an advance over what was paid 
for it by the Love Traction company. Mr. 
Wheeler:says the ordinance was not pur- 
chased from the members of the City Coun- 
cil, but from the rightful owners. He also 
gays it was never offered for sale, nor that 
it was intimated it could be bought. The 
Love Traction company may not have 
bought the franchise from any member of 
the Council, but some one did. It is a fact 
past disputing the ordinance was passed in 
the interest of a gang of Aldermen and poli- 
ticlans and was hawked about and offered 
to a number of individuals and corporations 
at prices ranging from $50,000 to $150,000, 
The first price named was asked for the 
ordinance before its final passage and the 
last named sum is the amount paid by the 
Love Traction company for the franchise. 


Local Securities Suffer Declines. 


Chicago had weak markets yesterday, the 
weakest, in fact, of any day since the panic 
of last December. All stocks suffered, and 
had it not been for supporting orders the 
stocks would probably have sought a lower 
level than they did. There was weakness 
of a most pronounced character in the 
Yerkes cables, and both North and West 
Chicago sold at lower figures than have been 
obtained since the panic, West - Chicago 
breaking the record for low prices of six 
years. Mr. Yerkes and his associates were 
credited with supporting both stocks. In 
Diamond Match and New York Biscuit there 
was considerable weakness, and as in the 
case of cable stocks thtre were supporting 
orders which prevented quotations going 
lower. Heavy sales were made in nearly all 
securities. The market in Chicago followed 
the course of the New York markets, and 
was weak in sympathy, with declines in se- 
curities traded in on the New York Ex- 

lange. 
Nonh Chicago sold at 230. That was the 
opening sale, and on the first call 2,550 
shares were offe red and taken at this price. 
In all, there were sales of 3,510 shares at the 
uniform price of 230. These were bought, so 
it is said, on orders from insiders. West Chi- 
cago opened at 90% and sold off to 09 in the 
account, and to 98 for regular. There 
were total sales of 3,082 shares of West 
Chicago stock. 

Diamond Match was jumped on by the 
bears and from the opening sale at 221% it 
sold off to 220, recovering to 221%, and de- 
clining again to a close at 220%. There was 
oné sale of regular stock at 220. New York 
Biscuit opened at 91, sold off to 90%, with a 
close at 90%. Regular stock sold at 90%. 
There were sales of 4,700 shares of Diamond 
Match and 3,635 shares of New York Biscuit. 
Strawboard sold off to 30, with a close a half 
point over the low figures.

TO STEM SILVER’S TIDE. 


REPUBLICAN STATE CENTRAL COM- 
MITTEE HOLDS A SESSION. 


Action to Meet the Work of the Sil- 
verites’ Literary Bureau Deemed 
Necessary—Sentiment ih Favor of 
‘Keeping the Tariff Issue Promi- 
mently to the Front—Dr. Jamieson 

Makes a Speech in Justification of 

- Mis Recent Utterances. | 


For seven hours yesterday the Republican 
State Central committee sat in secret ses- 
sion at the Great Northern Hotel, the great- 
er part of the time being devoted to hearing 
reports from the committeemen and Con- 
gressmen on the situation in their respective 
districts, and particularly on the extent of 
the sentiment in favor of free silver. 

Although Chairman Hitch and Secretary 
Van Cleave declined to divulge anything in 
regard to the nature of the reports and 
speeches made in the meeting, and asserted 
that nothing had been done which would in- 
terest the public, others who were present 
were unanimous in the statements that all 
reports indicated Illinois was safe for the 
Hepublicans, yet all agreed that it was 
both advisable and necessary to exert every 
effort and to conduct an aggressive cam- 
paign. : g 

All of the members of the State Central 
committee were present and all of the Con- 
Bressmen of the State excepting Hitt, Can- 
non, Graff, Marsh, Hadley, Burrell, and 
Smith. In addition to these were the Re- 
publican candidates for State offices and for 
Congress. It was generally admitted that 
the money question was the great issue at 
the present time among the masses, and 
that it must be met squarely as soon as 
possible. Statements were made that the 
silverites had flooded the State with their 
literature, particularly in the southern part, 
Where thousands of copies of Coin's Fi- 
nancial School had been distributed. The 
people had read this and all other argu- 
ments advanced by the silver party, and 
Were now calling upon the Republicans to 
furnish them with facts and arguments in 
support of sound money. The Committee 
on Literature will meet today and arrange 
for the immediate production of all that is 
necessary to supply the demand. 

. Gains for Honest Money. 

Although it was conceded that it would be 
wise to send out the sound money literature 
without delay, it was generally believed 
that, e in the extreme South, the party 
would gain more than it would lose on the 
money question, it being confidently assert- 
ed by a number that at least two Democrats | 
would vote for the gold standard where one 
Republican would vote for silver. Every 
one of the Congressmen present urged the 
vital importance of keeping the tariff in 
sight in every speech made and in all litera- 


ture sent out; that if at present it was neces-

to make money the leading tssue the 


“tariff should at all times be an incident, and 


later on it should be brought forward and 
made a most important factor. 

It was not admitted by any present that 
any reference was made to the alarm sound- 
ed by Dr. Jamieson or the remarks made by 
him regarding existing conditions in the 
party. 

During the noon recess Dr. Jamieson said: 
“I wanted to stir them up, and I did it 
and am giad of it, although I got myself 
heartily disliked by many of the members 
of .the committee. Of course I think that 
Iuinois is absolutely safe for the Repub- 
licans, but I have seen too many victims of: 
overconfidence, and I regard it of vital im- 
portance that we, get to work at once. We 
want to find out how the people stand. If 
they are with us we want to Keep them, and 
if they are not we want to take steps to 
bring them over to our side. It is not enough 
to know how the bankers and the big money- 
owners stand. What we want to know is 
how the wage-workers intend to vote. Our 
party must not rest while Altgeld and his 
forees are plowing all around us in our fields. 
A revolutionary speech was necessary to 
u rouse them. They need a warning like that 
sounded by the Methodist - circuit rider who 


Champaign a few days ago. It was known 
all day that he would be there, and fully

The possibility: of a third ticket was not 
discussed in the meeting. It was mentioned 
once, but was held to be not sufficiently im- 
portant to consider. 

At 7:30 the committee adjourned subject 
to call. The Executive committee will meet 
at 10 o’clock this morning, and the Com- 
mittee on Literature will also take up its 
labors during the day. 


SUSPENSION OF A. SUBINSPECTOR. 


Civil Service Commission Determined 
to Probe Street Paving Scandals 
to the Bottom. 


Subinspector Dantel Sullivan, in charge of 
the improvement of Jefferson street, was 
relieved from duty yesterday pending the 
result of an investigation of the street-pav- 
ing scandal. A number of other inspectors 
are to be investigated by the Civil Service 
Commission when it gets to work tomorrow 
on those cases. 

It is said two-thirds of Chicago’s streets 
are paved in fraud, and there is to be a stop 
put to that kind of work If possible. Con- 
tractors are charged with bidding so low 
for the work they cannot make a profit un- 
less the specifications are ignoréd.. The in- 
spectors “have the largest control of the 
work, and when they report favorably the 
city pays the bill and asks no questions. 

Mayor Swift had a long conference with 
the-Civil Service Commissioners yesterday. 
At the close President Clark said: 

We will begin the investigation in a few 
days. We have à lot of new evidence, but I 
cannot say what it is at present. Mr. Mills 
has the matter in charge and when he is 
ready to begin the investigation will re- 
sume.”’ 

‘Daniel Sullivan, the suspended inspector, 
has been in the employ of the city fifteen 
2 He has always borne a good reputa- 
tion. * 

The crushed stone foundation for the 
granite block pavement on Jefferson street 
in mary places was found to be below the 
specifications. 

What it is purposed to accomplish by the 
present inquiry is the dismissal from the 
service of all inspectors under whose super- 
vision such work has been permitted. It is 
not within the province of the Civil Service 
Commission to investigate the street con- 
tractors. Neither can the city obtain re- 
dress in cases where work haß been ac- 
‘cepted. The way it is intended to reach the 
contractors is by the installment of a new 
system of inspection that will compel them 
to do their work according to specifications. 
To that end a list of improvements com- 
pleted and upon which work is under way 
in which the work is found to be below 
grade, and the inspectors in charge, is being 
made up. 

The list will. be the subject of the civil 
service investigation. The first case taken 
up will be that of Richard Croake, who had 
charge of the paving of West Madison street 
and“is accused of soliciting a bribe from the 
contractor. This will be followed by the 
case of Sullivan, the Jefferson street in- 
spector.. Both men have been suspended. 
There are at present ninety street inspeetors 
and 129 streets are being paved. 

Supt. McDonald of the Street Department 
said yesterday: 

It has been claimed for years that the 
street work of this city has not been done 
according to specifications. Under the pres- 
ent system it is impossible to hold the con- 
tractors to their contracts. All depends on 
the inspector in charge. If he is crooked 
the way is open for the contractor. The 
contractor bids less than the actual cost of

Dr. Harper is the only member 
of the board to whom this courtesy was not 
shown.

Harper’s name, and the Secretary explained 
that it was not usual to do so until the mem- 
ber was introduced. He then hastily an- 
nounced that he had been notified that Dr. 
Harper had duly qualified, and President 
Halle told him to call Dr. Harper’s name, 
and he did so. But for allthis noone offered 
to introduce the distinguished new member. 

Toward the viose of the session a note was 
handed to Mr..Cameron reminding him that 
the usual courtesy had not been shown Dr. 
Harper, and Mr. Cameron at orice consulted 
President Halle and then Mr. Strong, the 
result being that there was no public intro- 
duction. 

To make it worse, a, member went to Dr. 
Harper toward the close of the meeting and 
offered to introduce him, and Dr. Harper 
naturally declined the honor, 

Jealousy a Possible Cause. 

Some persons present attribute the per- 
sistent refusal to show Dr. Harper the cus- 
tomary respect to unconscious jealousy of 
his superiority as a scholar and an educator,
